for  the  treatment  plant,  but  for 
some  reason  which  the  writer 
cannot  clearly  explain  Jacob  s 
Meadow  is  ruled  out  although 
acceptable  for  the  present 
treatment  plant  for  a few  more 
vears.  A better  explanation 
could  be  supplied  by  the 
commissioners. 

That  leaves  Whale  Mea- 
dow-. That  has  been  repeat- 
edly recommended  and  is  be- 
lieved by  the  writer  to  be  the 
correct  location.  I hope  the 
town  will  see  it  that  way  so 
that  a decision  can  be  made  in 
September,  so  as  to  get  the 
sewage  matter  settled  ! hope 
to  study  the  matter  further  but 
I am  bothered  by  being  blind 
and  obliged  to  have  every- 
thing read  to  me.  It  would 
help  if  others  would  review  the 
situation  and  find  out  where 


the  writer  is  wrong  in  his 
conclusions. 

It  is  w ished  that  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  and  the  sewer  commis- 
sioners would  report  further  to 
the  town  and  I believe  that 
they  arc  about  to  do  so.  It  is 
not  to  be  expected  of  Met- 
calf and  Eddy  that  they  should 
conduct  a campaign  to  tell  the 
tow  n w hat  to  do.  They  have  a 
contract  listing  in  detail  what 
they  will  do  for  money  re- 
ceived. The  contract  price  was 
593.000  of  which  588.394. 09 
has  been  paid  leaving 
S4.bx)5.3l  unpaid.  There  is  a 
complication  in  respect  to 
step  one  and  step  two.  dis- 
cussing them  to  inform  the 
voters. 

The  above  is  the  best  I can 
do  at  this  moment.  It  is  hoped 
that  others  will  speak  up  and 
say  what  they  think.  There 
should  be  enough  discussion 
so  that  voters  will  see  the 
situation  clearly  enough  to 
make  up  their  minds.
